BACKGROUND

This request is for a Series 3 (microbrewery) liquor license.

The distance to the nearest school, Interity Education Center, is 1,888 feet.
The distance to the nearest religious facility, Rock Church, is 2,300 feet.

See Attachment #3 for number and graphic representation of licenses within a one half-mile radius
of this location.

Action Taken
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APPLICANT’S PROPOSAL

The applicant is seeking a favorable recommendation on a Series 3 (microbrewery) liquor license.
This non-transferable liquor license allows for on and off sale retail privileges for a licensed
microbrewery which produces more than five thousand gallons, and less than one million two
hundred forty thousand gallons of beer during the 12 month reporting period. With this license, the
microbrewery may sell beer produced or manufactured on the premises for consumption on or off
the premises (no other spirituous liquors), may make sales and deliveries of beer to persons '
licensed to sell beer, may serve beer produced or manufactured on the premises for the purpose of
sampling.

PETITIONS FROM PERSONS IN CLOSE PROXIMITY

The applicant has maintained the required posting notice for the State mandated 20-day period. No
~ petitions or protests pursuant to A.R.S. 4-201.b. were received during the 20 (twenty) day posting
period.

IMPACT ANALYSIS

Current Planning Department

Development Information.

This establishment is 10,636 sq. ft. in size, including a proposed 3,940 sq. ft. patio.

A.R.S. Section 4-112.B.1.; R19-1-310 State Criteria for Restaurant Operations.

This owner intends to operate this location as a restaurant. Staff has assessed the applicant’s
responses to the State’s Restaurant Operation Plan categories: Personnel, Equipment, Menu, Live
Entertainment, Bar Games/Televisions, Name of Establishment, Bar Seating Area and Dinnerware.
Staff finds that the establishment is designed and intended to operate as a restaurant. The bar
service area is 459 sq. ft. or 7% of gross floor area, and the kitchen area is 1,064 sq. ft. or 16% of the
gross floor area. The operational characteristics and floor plan qualify as a restaurant.

Outdoor Patio.

The proposed patio, on the east side of the building is 3,940 sq. ft. and does not encroach into the
adjacent pedestrian walkway. There is a minimum 6 ft. clearance for pedestrian access.

Zoning.

This site is zoned Highway Commercial District {C-3). The C-3 district allows restaurants/retail sales
as a permitted use. The applicant has been notified of the City’s expectation that the business will
operate as a restaurant as defined by City Code.

Parking.

A total of 95 spaces are required for this use and 128 spaces are provided on site. Parking is in
compliance with the zoning ordinance.

Public Safety Division
Police Department: Recommendation No Opposition

Major life safety issues: None noted.
Code Enforcement: There are no current cases of code violations at this time in relation to the
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liquor license.

6. Evidence concerningthe nature of the proposed business, its potential market, and its likely
customers.

7. Effect on vehicular traffic in close proximity.

The compatibility of the proposed business with other activity in close proximity.

9. The effect or impact of the proposed premises on business or the residential neighborhood
whose activities might be affected by granting the license.

10. The history for the past five years of liquor violations and reported criminal activity at the
proposed premises provided that the applicant has received a detailed report(s) of such activity
at least 20 days before the hearing by the Board.

11. Comparison of the hours of operation of the proposed premises to the existing businesses in
close proximity.

12. Proximity to licensed childcare facilities as defined by A.R.S. 36-881.
